I Memory Still Serves 


,LD wills used to begin "I, 


John Smith, being of sound 


deposing mind, memory and un- 
derstanding, do make, publish and 
declare, " etc. Noways the facul- 
ty^ are omitted.

Memory training no longer plays

The older genera- 
ti6n can look wistCuily back to 
the days when boys and girls bad 
to learn a quotation a day, and 
labored over that skeleton of his- 
tory — in more senses than one- - 
the tables of kings and queens aud 
battles. Minds are still stored with 
waifs and strays from that per- 
iod.
